Harvey J. Gunderson, RFC di- 
rector, 
appeared 
before 
the 


House-Senate 
Economics sub- 
committee to face questions fired 
by Senator Douglas, Illinois Demo- 
crat. One Washington 
dispatch 
" gave the following report: 


"The RFC director told the law- 
makers the way to reduce 
his 


agency's operations is 
to 
'free 
equity capital' by removing double 
taxation of corporate 
dividends. 
When that is done, he declared, 
ijlFC loans to business will shrink 
~o almost nothing.' " 


The quoted paragraph is from 
the Wall Street Journal, financial 
daily. 


It should be explained to the av- 
erage reader that "double tax- 
ation" refers to this situation: On 
money you collect 
for 
salary, 
merchandise profit, rent, or 
any 
other normal business operation, 
you pay federal income tax only 
once; but if you own common or 
preferred stock in a 
corporation 
«— and all big concerns and many 
mall ones are corporations — you 
pay federal income tax twice, first 
the corporation income tax, and 
then your personal income tax on 
dividends from said corporation. 


So heavy is this double taxation 
that the lowest-bracket 
salaried 
worker paying any income tax at 
all would, if he owned corporation 
stock, be paying 50 per cent of his 
share of corporation earnings in 
federal income tax. 


Obviously there has 
been 
a 
steady drift of wealth away from 
,'«i|risk capital" — common and pre- 
ferred stocks — into 
single-tax 
securities such as bonds. A bond 
produces interest instead of divi- 
dends, and interest being an 
ex- 
pense charged against a corpora- 
tions's operations it bears no in- 
come tax — except the one tax that 
the individual pays with his per- 
sonal return. 


What RFC Director 
Gunderson 
refers to in his appeal to 
"free 
equity capital" 
now 
becomes 
clear. Unless the man who wants 
to risk money in a new venture 
s given an equal "break" with the 
wealthy people who have their 
fortunes in bonds, how is any new 
venture going to be started: 


Your correspondent 
has 
had 
something to say on many occa- 
sions about the federal 
govern- 
ment's queer policy of 
attacking 
monopoly with words but 
aiding 


monopoly with actual deeds. 


Corporate double-taxation 
helps 
the strong but hurts the weak. 


But strangest of all facts is the 
one which we now derive from 
JtlRFC Director Gunderson's state- 
™ment on the'Kalser-Frazer matter: 
While one arm 
of government 
is extinguishing risk capital with 
tax policies another arm of 
gov- 
ernment is levying additional taxes 
in order to supply 
risk 
capital 


though the RFC. 


It is a marvelous example of 
perpetual motion. 


And it will keep right on going 
until Common John Citizen gets 
good and tired of prices that his 
own money never catches up with.

After being 
soundly 
thrashed 
during the first half and trailing 
21 points the rough, bruising Mag- 
nolia Panthers came roaring back 
the second half to gain a 21-21 tie 
with the Hope Bobcats. They were 
aided by recovering four 
Hope 


fumbles inside the Bobcat 15 yard 
line. 


Hold such an advantage the Bob- 
cats were naturally confident op- 
ening the third period and 
the 
Panthers, heaviest team to face 
Hope all season, apparently "Low- 
ered the boom" and when the game 
ended four Hope starters were on 
the sidelines with injuries 
and 
one is still in the hospital today. 


Roger Neal, swifty of the Bob- 
cat backficld, sustained a back in- 
jury while Garrett, Watson, Hud- 
dleslon and Bruner are nursing 
painful bruises. Neal is still in a 
.local hospital, but Dr. MacKenzie 
said today he had no fractures and 
.would be all right. 


The first half was all 
Bobcat 
with Roger Neal going 10 yards 
for a reverse for the first score. Nix 
picked up extra point. 


The next tally came minutes lat- 
er. Hope was on the Panther 15 
but a 15-yard penalty set 
them 


back to the 30 where Nix tossed 
a pass to Beasley for a touchdown. 
Late in the second period Wayne 
England, on a beautiful run, 
went 30 yards to score. 


Aided by a 50-yard run by Wes- 
ley Huddlcston the Bobcats were 
again on the Panther 1-yard line 
when the half ended. 


The next half belonged to Mag- 
nolia all the way . The 
Bobcats 


fumbled every time they got the 
ball — four of them recovered 
by Magnolia within the Hope 15- 
.yard line. Halfback Beasley went 
9 yards for the first Panther score, 
Boggess plunged through the cen- 
ter for the second tally and Farrar 
passed to Perry for the third touch- 
down with only a minute remaining. 


Hope made 5 first downs to 9 


for Magnolia; The Bobcats gained 
175 yards rushing to 171 for Pan- 
thers; Hope completed 2 of four 
passes for 23 yards, had two in- 
tercepted. Magnolia completed 1 of 
5 for 26 yards and had one inter- 
cepted. Hope drew 2 penalties for 
20 yards, Magnolia 8 for 60 yards.

Reno, Nov., Nov. 19 — (/P) — 


Lincoln Fitzgerald, prominent Ne- 
vada and Michigan gambling fig- 
ure, was critically injured: by shot- 
gun blasts in an ambush shooting 
here at midnight. 


Although the 57-year-old casino 
operator was reputed tp have car- 
ried large sums of money. Detec- 
tive Sgt. Michael Salonisan 
de- 
clared: 'It couldn't have been rob- 
bery." 


"It must have been revenge," 
the police officer added. 


Fitzgerald, co-operator 
ot 
the 


big 
downtown 
gambling 
house, 
the Nevada Club, was shot down 
as he started to leave his home 
for work at about 11:43 p. m. 


Both shots were fired into 
his 
back at close range. 


Chief of Police L. R. Grecson 
said: 


"It docs not look like a robbery 
attempt." 


The chief would not amplify his 
statement with any indication of 
the motive. 


Fitzgerald, a former night club 
operator in Macomb County, Mich., 
was found by his wife shortly af- 
ter the blast of the shotgun awoke 
many residents in his 
exclusive 
southwest Reno neighborhood. 
His wife, Meta, about 38, said 
she ran out of the house to 
the 


garage 
and f o u n d 
Fitzgerald 
slumped on the floor. 


He apparently had just opened 
the garage's overhead doors. The 
light in the building was on, out- 
ining his body to the dark alley. 


"He was a beautiful target, said 
Mrs. Fitzgerald. 


Close associates said Fitzgerald 


now has no business or other con- 
nections 
in 
Michigan or 
other 
parts of the East. 


"Why, 
he is 
like 
a banker," 
said one who would not. permit 
use of his 
name. 
'He 
doesn't 
smoke or drink and is one of the 
best business men in Reno." 


A year ago last August, Fitz- 
gerald and his partner, Danny Sul- 
livan, 60, pleaded builty in 
Ma- 


comb county to gambling charges. 
They 
were 
fined 
only 
about 


.$1,000 but additional $51,000 was 
assessed in court costs. 
The fine and costs were levied 


after the two had agreed to re- 
turn to Michigan to face a grand 
jury indictment. They had fought 
extradition in Nevada courts 
all 


the way from the Reno justice of 
the peace court to Ihe estate Su- 
preme court. 


Fitzgerald was taken to Washoc 


Medical center where at 2:30 a.m. 
He was still receiving blood trans- 
fusions. 


Doctors said the blasts appar- 
ently damaged Fitzgerald's spmal 
cord, paralyzing his legs.

Girl Slays 
Boy, Claims 
Self-Defense 


Bcrryville, Va., Nov. 19 —(UP) 


— A young government girl faced 
manslaughter charges today after 
she admitted slaying 
a 
rejected 
suitor who threatened to "blow us 
both to kingdom come with dyna- 
mite unless she submitted to his 
advances. 


Nineteen-year-old Teresa Kcnig 


of Arlington, Va., an employe 
of 
the illustrators' 
section 
of 
the 
navy department, told police she 
shot and killed Charles K. Ellyett, 
22, with his own gun at the end ol 
a seven-hour ride of terror through 
the Virginia Hills west of Wash- 
ington. 


She said that Ellyett, brandish 
mg two pistols, threatened to ig 
nite a package of dynamite if she 
resisted him. When he attempted 
to tear her clothes off, she said, 
she seized one of the guns from 
a holster, and pressed the trig- 
ger. The bullet pierced his abdo- 
men. 


Police, summoned to the scene 
by the horror-stricken girl, booked 
Miss Kocnig on the nominal charge 
of manslaughter — not murder — 
after the evidence indicated her 
story was'trijc. She was released 
on $1,000 bond, pending a prelimi- 
nary hearing on Nov. 28. 


The girl told police 
she 
had 
gom: with Ellytt, a childhood ac- 
quaintance, for a time, but had 
broken off \yith him because 
of 
his heavy drinking. 


On Thursday night, she said, he 
appeared at her Arlington apart- 
ment in the company of a mutual 
friend, William 
W. Bryant 
and 
persuaded her to take a ride with 
them through Virginia. 


Almost immediately, she 
said, 
he produced a pistol. She 
said 
that Ellyett forced Bryant to drive 
the car while he tried unsuccess- 
fully to persuade the girl to have 
relations with him. 


During the long Co-mile ride, she 
said, Kllyctt ordered Bryant 
to 
make several stops, "mostly at the 
homes of his relatives, who plead- 
ed with him 
to hand over 
the 


clearly-visible gun to them. After 
one of these v i s i t s , 
Bryant 
escaped.

Miss Cowls said it occurred on 
3ec. 1, 1940, at the christening of 
he wartime premier's 
grandson, 


Winston, Jr., son ot 
Randolph 
Churchill. 


It was the day after Churchill's 


>6th birthday 
and 
London 
was 


staggering under an aerial blitz by 
he German luftwaffe. The chris- 
ening was at 
Chequers, 
official 
country home of British premiers, 
about 30 miles north of London. 
Miss Cowels said it oecured on 
christening, wrote: 
'I had always heard 
that 
the 
)rime minister's emotions were 
easily stirred and at 
times 
he 


could be as sentimental as a wom- 
an. On this occasion I had proof 
of it, for he sat 
throughout the 
ceremony 
with tears streaming 
down his cheeks. 
"Poor infant,' 
he 
murmured, 
to be born into such a world as

Gen. Montgomery Is British 
Public's Patton - Although 
Disliked by Army Circles

New York —Iff*)— 
The man 
in 


the world, 
and 
the 
man 
who 
wears it so jauntily is one of the 
world's most renowned warriors-- 
Field Marshal Viscout Montgom- 
ery. 


He arrives Monday on the Queen 


Elizabeth to talk 
to 
American 
military leaders on defense meas- 
ures for fortress Europe. 
For 
at 


62 that is Monty's job as supreme 
commander of the Western Euro- 
pean alliance — to erect a defense 
against Russia. 


What's he like, this "hero of El 
Alamein?" 


Well, he's the most controversial 


soldier alive, and as hard to de- 
scribe as a coin — which has two 
sides. 


There's the legendary Monty, a 


grinning, reckless apostle of 
the 


principle of attack. And there's the 
Monty of fact, a cautious careful 
planner reluctant to take the of- 
fensive unless victory be practical- 
ly guaranteed in advance. 


A bishop's son and deeply -re- 


ligious, Montgomery is widely dis- 
liked in his own nation's old guard 
military 
circles 
for 
his 
cocky 


swagger and brash self-confidence. 
These same 
qualities 
endeared 


him to the British public. He was 
their Patton, and second only 
to 


Patton as a colorful personality. 


The slender, fastidious little sol- 
dier won his spurs as a captain 
in the First 
World War during 


which he was twice wounded and 
six times cited for gallantry. 


In the Second World 
War 
he 
learned the lesson of defeat as a 
major general in the retreat from 
Dunkerque, and the lesson voc- 
tory at El Alamein. 


He got his chance in the Libyan 
desert by accident. A plane carry- 
ing another British officer to take 
over command of the Eighth army 
was shot down by the Germans. 
Montgomery, a comparatively un- 
known 
lieutenant general, 
then 
was sent over. 


"You 
ean stop digging—the Ger- 
mans aren't going 
to 
get 
this 


Xar," he told his troops. 


His "desert rats" 
stopped 
the 
German a t t a c k , then 
defeated 
Rommel at El 
Alamein. 
Over- 
night 
little 
Monty 
became 
empire's greatest hero. 
Methodi- 


cally he chased the Nazi Afrika 
corps 1,400 miles to a Berman ver- 
sion of Dunkerque on Cape Bonn 
in Tunisia. 


Montgomery also led his Eighth 
army in the Sicilian campaign and 
in Italy. Later he met and defeat- 
ed Rommel again as commander 
of Allied ground forces in the in- 
vsion of Normandy. 


A German tank commander said 
of him: 


'He is a hard man and ruthless 
in gaining his objective." 


Monty always had as his axiom 
before attack: "Let's tidy up the 
K " 
That 
was 
his 
way 
of 
b. 
saying, ' L e t ' s be 
sure 
we're 
ready." 


Kay Summersby, former secre- 
tary for General Eisenhower, has 
written since the war that Monty 
caused Ike "more worry than any 
other one individual in the entire 
Allied command" by repeated de- 
marids for more men and supplies 
before launching an offensive. 


But Ike himself said Montgom- 
ery's conduct of the Normandy op- 
eration was "masterly." 


Supremely 
sure 
of 
himself. 
Monty shrugs off criticism easily 
|And he ean afford to. He never 
lost a campaign after Dunkerque. 
"I am not a bit anxious about 
my battles," he said 
once. 
'If 
I'm anxious I don't fight them. I 
wait until I am ready and 
then 
there is no doubt." 


His genius for winning the heart 


of the British common soldier was 
exemplified by a number 
of 
re- 


forms he instituted in his post-war 
army. 


, 
'Why shouldn't the soldier read 
in bed if 
he 
wants to?" 
said 
Monty. "I always do." 


Monty is reported to have 
told 


Churchill onee that he was 100 per- 
cent fit because he neither smoked 
nor drank. The pudgy prime min- 
ister's reply: 


'I smoke. I drink, and I'm 200 
per tent fit!"
